To make this volume available and useful to members of the profession, 
may we suggest that members urge their colleagues, students and others 
with relevant professional interests to apply for membership in the 
Association in time to be included in the 1969 HANDBOOK. This means 
any new membership applications must be received in this office by May 15.
